10. ‘Lo see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
for Cemeteries for the ensuing year. 

11. To choose one person for Trustee of Public Library 
for three years.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOLS. 


Aside from statistics there is very little that need be said. 

When conditions are taken into consideration, the results 
of the school year have been all that could be expected. 

We regretted the loss of Miss Hayes from the teaching 
force, but we are compensated in that she is now permanently 
one of our own people, and we continue to have her influence 
in social life and her help in church work. 

Our schools have given a fine preparation for entrance to 
high school or academy, and they ought to continue to do 
80. 

If they do not there will be a grave fault somewhere. 

A teacher must have knowledge of the branches taught, but 
this is the merest beginning of the qualifications needed. 

There should be a fine culture, a large appreciation of the 
values of life, a far outlook, so as to see beyond the routine 
of the day’s work and forecast its influence for the helping 
or the marring of the future years. 

If any individual needs a large preparation, a broad out- 
look, a keen interest, tender sympathy, special training, it is 
the person who presides in an ungraded rural school, over 
children of ages from five to fifteen. 

But if there is failure the blame does not all rest with the 
teacher. 

Given a knowledge of how to read, write, add, subtract, 
multiply and divide, and any pupil of average ability can in 
a reasonable time reach unaided a good, full, broad entrance 
to the higher schools; therefore, if there is failure a percent- 
age of blame must rest with the student. 

Genius is “the power to kindle its own fires,” or, in other 
words, the power to think, the power to do for itself intel- 
lectually, the power to climb without being boosted, and 
every soul has more or less of genius.
